Response “Marvellous” 


Says Red Cross Convener 


Toronto, June 10— A steady 
flow of new supplies is going over- 
seas as a result of the Canadian 
Red Cross Society’s recent appeal 
to women throughout the country 
to increase their activities, Mrs, 
Wallace Campbell. national chair. 
man of the Women’s War Work 
Committee, announced yesterday 

“The response has been marvel- 
lous,” she said. ‘‘Ourenormous 
stocks of hospital supplies have 
been made available to the British 
and French Red Cross without 
stint. The conflict now raging 
makes our fullest co-operation and 
generosity not only necessary, but 
imperative. 

‘ Articles are going out in thou- 
sands to relieve the urgent calis,” 
Mrs, Campbell continued, “The 
appalling losses of British and 
French Red Cross supplies, as well 
as the terrific number of sick and 
injured refugees and the wounded 
of our Allied forees, make replace- 
ments of our stocks in our ware- 
houses in England a pressing 
responsibility.’ 

Mrs. Campbell advised women 
to ‘be patient”. This war and its 
demands made an equal call upon 
everyone, she said. 

“Remember,” she continued, 
“there are many things greatly 
needed by the Red Cross of the 
Allies that we women cannot make 
with our hands. Provision must 
be made for these. 

“Let the true spirit of service 
prevail Do the job nearest at 
hand, grateful for the privilege of 
serving our Kimpire from the pres- 
ent safety of Canada and pray 
that our small effort may contrib 
ute to the alleviation of the horri 
ble sufferings of our own people 
and our Allies. 

“It is as necessary now as it was 
when we began our work to make 
every article as perfect as possible 
There must be no slackening in 
the quality of work.

The World 
of Wheat 


Ry H.G. L. Strange 


Hitler’s invasion and occupation 
of several countries has deprived 
Canada and other wheat exporting 
areas of valuable wheat markets. 
Some people however, have jump- 
ed to theconclusion because of 
this, that apart from Great Britain 
Canada has hardly any wheat 
markets now left, 

A study of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners’ official report for 
the last crop year, reveals 
that Canada exported approx- 
imately 160 million bushels of 
wheat to forty-nine different coun- 
tries of the world. By the action 
of Germany, Canada has now lost 
the wheat and flour markets of 
six these countries, which six last 
year took between them just over 
thirty-one million bushels of Can- 
adian wheat, but Canada still re- 
tains the markets of six of these 
countries, which six last year took 
between them just over thirty-one 
million bushels of Canadian wheat 
but Canada still retains the mar- 
kets of forty-two different count- 
ries, in addition to Great Britain 
and Ireland, and these forty.two 
countries last year took from Can- 
ada total of thirty-seven million 
bushels of wheat, 

There are,I believe, good reasons 
too, for expecting that these forty. 
two markets, and Great Britian 
herself, will take, during this com. 
ing year, considerably more wheat 
and flour from us than they did 
last year, It can be said, therefore 
that Canada has many overseas 
wheat markets still available to 
her, 

Following factors have tended 
toraise price: Britain recently 
purchased fifty million bushels of 
Canadian wheat—Crops in north. 
western France have been serious- 
ly damaged by military operations 
—A serious grasshopper infesta- 
tion is reported in south-western 
Saskatchewan — Indications of 
severe rust epidemic is reported in 
U.S. winter wheat belt. 

Following factors have tended 
to lower price: An improvement 
is shown in latest moisture reports 
for ,Western Canada — German 
army commences huge offensive 
in France — Conditions in U.S. 
spring wheat belt are excellent— 
Further beneficial rains received 
in U. S, winter wheat belt—Plant- 
ing of corn in the Balkans has 
made good progress,

This makes a total of 

117,729 surgical dressings shipped
